Tlood contends that Stanton's order is not ap- 
plicable to him, as he was at home, and address- 
ad his fellow-citizens.

Filley, living northwest of the city, says the

The man de- 
scended an old cistern for the purpose of clean- 
ing it, and, shortly afterwards, the decayed 
plauks gavo way, aud he was buried beneath 
the ruins.

Onr readers w ill rememlicr that we noticed the 
other day the breaking up of a McClellan meet- 
ing in Nashville by a body of white soldiers and 
ai med negroes; but we did not undertake to say, 
because we did not then know. who was primarily 
re sponsible for the outrage. We subsequently 
published a full and authentic acconnt of the 
affair, from the pen of the President of the Con- 
stitutional Union Club of Nashville, who in the 
course of his account made the following state- 
ment, referring to the white and black ruf- 
fians who broke up the meeting: "After 
they succeeded in their mission, one of them 
paid, 'We've got them copperheads onl,and A ndy 
Johnson will foot the 6.7/.' " This unguarded ex- 
clamation, which Is attested by others at well 
as by the President of the Constitutional Union 
Club, pointed directly to Anly Johnson as the 
person who had employed these ruffians to break up 
the. mreting for a price. We now propose to 
corroborate this proof by two other most sig- 
nificant circumstances. 

The McClellan meeting was broken up on the 
night of Friday of last week. On the Monday 
night following, Andy Johnson made a speech 
fr< m the steps of the Capitol to a torch-light 
procession of negroes, which is thus reported in 
his organ, the Nashville Times, edited by Dr. 
Mercer, of qninine notoriety: 

CiTrrvor Johnson's Speech. — Governor John- 
son said that it was evident a mighty revolution 
was abroad, and that it was breaking up and 
casting dowu the hoarv abomination which had 
for so many years held onr great State and its 
citizens, both white and black, in cruel and 
galling thraldom. To-night every breeze rang 
Willi the glad cry of Freed im to all mankind, 
without respect to race or complexion. Procla- 
mations had been made from many quarters 
during the progress of this great social revolu- 
tion. And to-night, in the presence of this vast 
throng of laborers whose strong arms had con- 
tributed so much to the wealth of this State, 
through many years of unpaid toil, he stood 
upon the steps of her Capitol and proclaimed 
Freedom to all men in Tennessee! The task-mas- 
ter's fetters and t lie 6courgcofthe overseer lie 
broken beneath the feel of the rausomei slaves 
forever. 

I have often said to myself as I looked on this 
enthralled race, is there no Moses who will arise 
and lead these people to freedom ? 

You shall be our Moses, Governor, 
no other deliverer will come to you 
j our Moses, and help to secure and perpetuate 
vour freedom. 

Henceforth all men should have a fair start 
and an equal chance in the great race of life. 
This aristocracy — yes, this corrupt and damn- 
able slave aristocracy of Nashville — taunt the 
friends of free labor with negro equality. Negro 
equality, indeed! Why, walk aloug High street, 
among' the parvenu negro aristocracy of Nash- 
ville, whose sons are now skulking in guerilla 
bands close to our city, robbing aud murdering, 
and you can see as mauy mulatto children as 
while children, bearing an unmistakable re- 
semblance to some of Nashville's boasted aris- 
tocracy. There is negro equality for you with a 
v, itness. 

I invoke the colored people to bo orderly and 
law-abiding, but at the same time let them as- 
sert their rights, and if traitors and niffiana at- 
tack them, while in the discharge of their duties, 
let them defend themselves, as all men have a 
right to do. 

I am no agrarian. I respect the rights of 
proi>erty acquired by honest labor. But I say, 
nevertheless, that if" the great farm of Mark 
( Sol 1; rill, who gave $25,{HK) to Jeff Davis's Con- 
fi i'.c-scv, were divided into small farms and sold 
to fifteen or twenty nonest larmcrs, society 
would be Improved. Nashville mechanics and 
tradesmen would be enriched, the State would 
have more good citizens, and our city would 
have a much better market than it now has. 

I ain no agrarian, but if the princely plantv 
lion of Wm. G. nardine, who boasted th:ft he 
had disbursed over $.'>,H00,000 for the rebel Con- 
f deracv, were parcelled out among fifty loyal, 
industrious farmers, it would be a blessing to 
our noble Commonwealth. I speak to-night as 
a citizen of Tennessee. Iam hereon my own 
soil, and mean to remain here and fight this 
great battle of freedom to the end.

aims. Where the robbers eame from, and 
w hti c they went to, has aot yet transpired." 

The Cincinnati Gazette thinks the politi- 
cal situation of the abolitionists in Ohio is like 
that of Sheridan's army on the I'.'th Instant, 
w hen it was surprised and routed until its Gen- 
eral came up, rallied, and led it to victory. The 
Gazette waul* a Sheridan sadly to cheer on the 
Lincclnites; it is afraid that they will be too 
confident.

A. H. lTIeinerbcc-kcr, Postmaster at 
Beaufort, in Franklin county, Mo., Informs the 
Franklin News that the citizens of his neighbor- 
hood suffeicd heavily by the rebel raiders under 
Price Mr. Kleincrbecker had a very good 
country store at Beaufort, which was robbed of 
eve rj thing that was of any value to the rebels. 
Jle estimates his loss at $1,000. Every respect- 
atie horse or mule in the vicinity of Beaufort 
was taken by the thieves as they passed through. 
Mr. Kleir.erbceker's brother, Fred Klcinerbeck- 
cr, Mr. Philip Meyer, Mr. Christian Schultx, 
and Mr. Borgmann, were shot dead, without 
any provocation whatever, by the brutish reb- 
els under Price, Marmadnke, A Co. Oj the 
State road, one mile north of Beaufort, were 
found also two white men shot, one negro man 
shi t, and one white man hanging to a tree, 
none of whom were recognized by the citizens 
in the neighborhood. 

Pi BXL (Jitrations Jesse Forrest has b;en 

authoiizcd to raise a brigade, and is ruthlessly 
conscripting yonng and old, and is even press- 
ing into service many persons in portions of 
Shiiby county, Tennessee. A raid into Ken- 
tucky will likely be the result. 

The steamer Cheesman, on her way to John- 
sonville, loaded with Government freight, was 
attacked at White Oak Island by two huudrcd 
rebels, supposed to be Gen. Lyon's gang.

The husband pur- 
sued the criminals to Detroit, and there em- 
ployed a detective to ferret them out. After a 
good deal of search they were found in Wind- 
sor, C. W. The father took back the child,but, 
des] itc the entreaties and seeming penitence of 
the wife, sent her to her parents. The negro 
fled in great "confusion," and, when last seen, 
was dreadfully "demoralized."

At Adairsviiie a crowd 
was collected, viewing the remains of soldiers 
who hud been murdered about two hours pre- 
vious. Wc soon learned the facts. A construction 
train left Resaea in the afternoon, proceeding 
down the road, for a load of ties. On board was 
a number of citizen operatives and about half a 
dozen discharged" soldiers, who were going to 
Rome, to be mustered out of the service,' all 
unarmed. About two miles from Adairsviiie, 
when passing a thick woods, a dozen or so of 
guerillas sprung sudc'cnly into view, took delib- 
eiatc aim, shot three of tho soldiers devd, 
wounding another, and two of the enijaloyes. 
The wounded soldier has since died. The en- 
gineer had a nanow escape, his cab being rid- 
dled with bullets, two of them perforating his 
clofhes. There was more than an ordinarily sad 
and melancholy interest connected with one of 
the murdered men. The name of the superin- 
tendent of repnii's at Resaea is McDonald. Dur- 
ing the forenoon he heard a soldier use the 
name, in addressing another. Going up to the 
party addressed, he found he was his brother, 
whom he had not seen for sixteen years. The 
meeting was a joyous one. A few liours after- 
wards I saw tfie two brothers, the one a corpse 
his countenance serene and placid in death, his 
brother sadly standing over him, forlorn and 
grief -stricken at his untimely bereavemcut.

Then comes the Oth corps in mortal array, the 
first division lapping the cavalry* with rattling 
artillery, and other divisions extending to the 
nth corps upon the 3d and right division of 
w hich as upon a pivot the rcvolving.line is spin- 
n il.-. while the two divisions of the 2d corps 
arc keeping time with the movement as a re- 
serve. 

The immediate object In point of the move- 
ment is the South-side Railroad and the Ap- 
pomattox river, In a circle of existing fortified 
lines, our line being once extended to the river, 
with this natural barrier between ours and the 
main rebel arms. 

Il w ill be a very eaay matter, as will be seen 
by reference to tfie map. to keep the Danville 
railroad on the south side ol the Appomattox 
c ut by cavalry raids. 

It is im|K>s*ible to foresee at what point the 
movement will stop, but 1 do not think that the 
plan is to extend the movement, particularly at 
this time, further than to the Appomattox; then 
the Danville Railroad south of the Appomattox 
w ill naturally be the next objective point of at- 
tack. 

General Grant has just arrived from City 
Point, with four orderlies and two days rations 
of sandwiches, &c.

The long-looked for advance of the armies 
operating against Richmond has at last taken 

place. 

1 he final preparations were completed bv the 
withdrawal of the greater part of the army 
corps from the trenches, and massing it in the 
rear, ready for the move. 

The 1st Division of the 2d corps, with part of 
the 6th and Dth corps, held the entire line from 
the Appotomax, on the right, to some three 
miles west af the Weldon Railroad, on the left. 

All baggage wagons, Ac , were sent to the 
rear at City Point. At 2 o'clock this morning 
Gen. Hancock, with IheTd and 3d divisions of 
his corps, moved along the Vaughn road, run- 
ning Southwest, uud, after crossing Thatcher 
Run, found the i cbels intrenched in newly-made 
works. , 

Gen. Hancock at once checked them on the 
flank and drove them out, and took some twen- 
ty prisoners, mostly cavalry. 

1 he 5th cor|»j took the Squirrel Level raad 
and found the rebels posted at the junction with 
the Duncan road, which runs north from the 
Vaughn road to the Boynton rood. 

Fn m this they were driven by onr skirmishers 
with some loss— the first division having about 
■10 wounded. The third division of this corps 
took the advance, aud, crossing that, connected 
with the second corps. 

In the meantime Hancock advanced along bv 
a road, driving the rebels before, him till he 
reached the Boynton plank road, where the col- 
umn halted and formed in line of battle, the loft 
reaching some distance west of the road to the 
right, extending to a thick woods on the right. 

The iith corps had also formed and advanced 
through the woods two miles, but the left of the 
line failed to connect with the right of the 2d 
corps. The rebels fell hack as we advanced till 
the line reached Thatcher's run again, where 
the rebels were formed behind strong earth- 
works, and brisk firing ensued, but without 
much loss on either side 

About 4 P. M. the rebels taking advantage of 
a break in the line between tin - Jd and 3d corps 
massed Gen. Anderson's division of Hill's corps 
and charged. The right wing of the 2d corps, 
which gave way, fell back a short distan"e, and 
being reinforced charged and checked their ad- 
vance. 

The rebels captured a number of prisoners. 
Our loss in the all'air is not known, b'ut it is not 
believed to be heavy. A few minutes after the 
rebel cavalry, which had been cut off on the 
Boynton roa#\ made an attack on Gregg's divi- 
sion iu the rear of the 2d corps, and for a time 
quite a sharp skirmish was kept up. 

Gregg finally drove them off. In a charge 
made on the 2d corpis two guns arc said to have 
I een taken by the rebels, but it is stated they 
wcie aubsequently recaptured. The fighting 
continued on this part of the line until after 
dark, when a heavy rain ended the flghtinf;. 

The 9th corps occupied the right advance, but 
didn't gain much ground. Their objest was 
to allow the left to get fairly around on the 
Brynton road, before the right could advance. 
The colored division, of the 9th corps had some 
skirmishing with the rebels, but nothing ap- 
proaching fight. They lost a few wounded. 

Gregg's cavalry had'a sharp liht with the reb- 
els in Ihe forenoon, when they attacked the 
rear of his column. He charged and drove 
them back, capturing a number of prisoners 
and eight or ten wagons loaded with supplies: 
alSOJDe horses, mules, Ac. 

The troops which occupied the country over 
which we passed to-day were Battler s aud 
Young's divisions of South Carolina and Geor- 
gia. 

Our left wing gained about 15 miles of coun- 
try to-day, and to-morrow will be in positions 
to attack the enemy's works on the flank. 

Gem ral Warren had a narrow escape while 
riding along the line to-day, a ball grazing his 
cheek and making a slight wound.

— Some twenty 
years ago a most atrocious murder was perpe- 
trated »l Bournville, Ross county, Ohio, by a 
gang of burglais upon the person of Frederick 
Edwards, a merchant of that place.

The parties were 
soon after rescued by Union men In the vicin- 
ity. Lusk and a portion of bis gang are now in 
the possession of the L nion troops. Tuey de- 
ferve short s hrift. 

Gii!i:in.A Raid and Cotton BritNtNo. — The 
New Orleans Picayune of the lxth instant 
leorns from Baton Rouge that a small band 
of guerillas, commanded by Captains Gremar 
and Williams, receutly made a cleau sweep of a 
Government plantation, about sixteen mile? 
from Plaqucminc, formerly owned by Mrs. 
Randolph. The rebels captured and carried off 
all the negroes. They also paid their respects 
to the Magnolia plantation, despoiling it of its 
negro laborers. Cupt. Gremar is said to have 
stated that he was ordered by his superior to 
seize all negroes found oe Government planta- 
tions. 

The rebels have, within the last few days, 
been engaged in destroying all cotton in the 
vic inity of the Federal lines about Baton Rouge 
Nearly five hundred bales were burned on Friday 
night. Several plantations were visited by the 
cotton-burners during the night, and every bale 
found was given to the flames, whether beloug- 
Ing to friend or foe. 

A Ri tout. — A reiiort was current in St. Louis 
on Thai day that Jeff. Thompsou had made his 
aj pearance at Wentzville, on the North Missouri 
Railroad, with seven thousand meu. The report 
professed to come from a person arrived from 
Wentzville who saw the rebel host. There were 
a few guerillas at Wentzville on Wednesday, 
who, however, did no damage that could be 
heard of. The apparition of Jeff. Thompson 
with a large arniv at that place is a fantasy 
which owes its origin, perhaps, to the ditliculty 
of getting real news of the movements of our 
troops and the rebels. When the public cannot 
have fads it will invent fictions. 
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A Stark on a Small Scale. — A clerk, sleep- 
ing in ore of the government offices, at Mem- 
phis, at an early hour last Saturday morning, 
dreamed that the rebels were in town, and, 
i i'.-hii g iu a somnambulic state to tho armory 
of the 2d regiment, E. M., 1). M., alarmed the 
guard. The alarm spread, and created no little 
apprehension in that vicinity. It soon subsided, 
and a hearty laugh was had at his expense. Tho 
gun was not fired.

Such a little craft would 
of coin se be slow, but even if she made no more 
than a mile and a half an hour, she ought lo 
have been in the Mersey before the 1st of Octo- 
ber. — Xiw fork limes.

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Tan Mania Cask.— The trial of Edward 
Henthorn, for the murder of his wife Theresa, 
was concluded before Judge Johnston, Friday. 
The murder was committed at the house of Mr. 
Wetzel, on Main sticet, between Sixteenth aad 
Seventeenth, on Tuesday night. The following 
evidence was elicited before Judge Johnston: 

J C. Gill Culled -On Wednesday morning I 
held an Inquest on the tiodv of the decked at 
the house of Mr Wetzel. on^nSS^ 
Seventeenth. I found a stab in the left breast 
an inch and on eighth in width. I probed the 
wound some three or four inches. Tho wound 
undoubtedly caused her death. The wound had 
the appearance of having been Inflicted with a 
dirk knife. 

A t,n Wetzel Catted.— I was acquainted with 
the deceased. At the time she came to her 
death »he was at the bonse of mv father. The 
accused came there and said to uie that he had 
en me to give his wife her divorce. He turned 
to his wile and said: "Lizzie, I want to see you 
a moment," and the two stepped into another 
room. As soon as they got into the room I 
henrc! a scream, and the deceased ran out and 
fell, saying that she was killed. She also said 
that I'd. was the one who killed her. The de- 
i foard lived half an hour after she was stabbed. 
That tame afternoon the accused and deceased 
) left our house and went to the Court-house, the 
latter returning about six o'clock. When the 
accused returned to eur house, at seven o'clock 
In the evening, he aud his wife appeared to be 
very affectionate. 

A lice Murgle Called. — I reside on Main street, 
I etween Sixteenth and Seventeenth. Last Tues- 
day night I was at the house of Mr. Wetzel, 
where the deceased was killed. The accused 



came there about seven o'clock. When he came 
In he was crying, and commenced telling how 
ninth he loved hit wife. He endeavored to in- 
duce her to return and live with h'm. I left 
befoie the stabbing took place. I returned to 
Mr. Wetzel's at nine o'clock, but did not see the 
deceatcd. 

/.re Wetzel Called.— I was at home last Tues- 
day, but was not in the house. The deceased 
ran out, caught me around the neck and said, 
".Mother, he killed me." At that time her left 
breast was bleeding. I did not see the accused 
in the evening. 

A'. /'. JJaird Called.— I was employed by Mrs. 
nenthorn a few weeks ago for the purpose of 
bringing a suit for divorce against the accused. 
Some time after I was spoken to she came to 
my cilice and said that she had sold some furni- 
line wliii h the deceased wanted. We went to 
the office of Byron Bacon, and while there I saw 
the deceased standing opposite. I remarked to 
the deceased that the accused meant something 
wri ng, and I advised her to take out a peace 
w an nut. 

John W. Bowser cViW/.^-Last Tuesday night 
I was at the jail. The accused came in and 
asked to be loc ked up, stating that ho had killod 
his wife and threw the knife away. He stated that 
the deceased had sold him out twice. He aaid 
he was ready to acknowledge the fact and be 
bung. When he made this remark he appeared 
to be perfectly rational. 

No testimony was introduced by the defence. 
The accused was committed to jad to answor 

to the charge of murder. 

Amo.N of tub Synod of KuNTiioKr. The 

following resolution in regard to the slavery 
paper of the General Assembly, adopted last 
spring, passed the Synod of Kentucky ou the 
17th Inst.: 

The General Assembly, at different times, bnt 
e 1 1 ■ ball* in the tears 1818 and 1846, set forth 
the opinions and views of the Presbrtorian 
Chun h of the Vnitcd States on the subject of 
slavery. By these deliverances this Svnod was 
wiUintr and is still willing to abide. Any further 
or ditlerint utterance on that subject by the last 
General Assembly was, in the judgment of this 
Svnod, unnecessary, nnwisc, and untimely. 
l'i i„,,ssary, because the former deliverances 
v ere M:lliciently expressive of the views of the 
t hurt h, and had been acquiesced in, with great 
unanimity, for many years. Unwise, becanse 
the whole country was excited upon the 
subject of slavery and the means adopted 
by tie President of the Vnited States for its 
clc-tii etion, in regard to which there was 
greet division of sentiment In the public 
mind, rind the Assembly could not take 
any action on the subject, without at least 
seeming to cast its influence with one or the 
other of the political parties which divided the 
country. Moreover, the minute of the Assem- 
bly was peculiarly liable to this imputation, be- 
cause in the laiter part of it some of its expres- 
sions may be misunderstood, and others may be 
taken in the sense of a political, if not a parti- 
cm statement. The action of the Assembly 
was untimely, became times of high political 
excitements are not proper occasions for eccle- 
tiastical courts to express opinions upon the 
topics which constitute the party issues of the 
dav. The mission of the Church of Christ is 
spiritual, and any interference with matters 
purely political is a departure from her dutv, and 
w ithout the pale of her authority as conferred 
u] on her by her Divine Head.

ii— the carbon in the rock and the hydrogen of 
the water uniting to form oil, while the oxygen 
is set free to ascend to the atmosphere or unite 
will, minerals and form oxydes. The reverse of 
lb!.- pioccss is seen iu burning the oil in a lamp 
— thccixvgcn in the atmosphere uniting with 
the carbon in the oil, forming carbonic acid, 
and willi the hydrogen forming water— thus 
n mpleting the circle. The question is fre- 
queOtly asked, when will the oil liecomc ex- 
hausted? We may answer, when tho ocean is, 
and not b efore.

Car- 
ry this resolution into effect, and von will do all 
that you cau do in this critical hour to pro- 
mote vour own highest good, to save your 
country, and to benefit and bless your 
race. And what shall prevent yon from carrying 
tliis resolution into ctTect? Is it the physical 
menaces of the enemies of the government 
amongst us? Is it the menaces of the banded 
abolitionists and secessionists who compose the 
revolutionary faction in the State? Those 
menaces are empty. And, besides, you arc 
Kcntuckians. Is it the threat of future persecu- 
tion? This, too, is empty, and Is also addressed 
to cowards, knaves, and fools. It Is not ad- 
dressed to Kentuckians. No Kentuekian 
w orthy of the name will hoar either the menace 
or the threat. Intimidation, in all its 
forms, passes by a Kentuekian as the 
idle wind. Jlorcover, if you could be weak or 
base enough to forfeit your manhood under the 
intimidation of the revolutionists, you would 
tut purchase the slender hope of their equivocal 
favor by hozording the loss of your country and 
the extinction of your rights mid privileges as 
citizens of a free Commonwealth. The ei 
change would not be profitable. For what shall 
it profit a citizen, if he shall gain a pass or a 
permit, and lose his country, his political free- 
dom, and his honor? Or what shall a citizen 
give in exchange for these priceless posses- 
sions? But you are not weak or base enough 
to forfeit your manhood for any cause. You 
would rather vote according to your convic- 
tions, and languish in poverty, if poverty were 
the penalty of your fidelity, than vote in sub- 
mission to a menace or a threat, and roll in 
luxury, if luxury were the reward of your ser- 
vility. What, then, shall prevent you from car- 
rj ing into effect a resolution so vital to your 
own welfare and to the salvation of your coun- 
tr. ? Surely nothing. 

Nothing will prevent you ; while, on the 
other hand, you are impelled by motives dearer 
than life, aud by life itself. Patriotism, duty, 
honor, liberty, self-preservation, the kindling 
example of your countrymen in the North, the 
gaze of civilized mankind, aud all the deep af- 
fections and high aspirations of the human 
heart, incite you to carry your resolution into 
effect. You are impelled by everything which 
men hold dearest, and repelled by nothing 
which true men do not spurn and trample upon. 
May God give you strength to be true men. 

tHJ" The Cincinnati Gazette, one of the many 
abolition journals that do not stick at lying out- 
right, notices Governor Bramlette's proclama- 
tion of the seventeenth instant, aud, after re- 
ferring to the expatriation act of 1*02, proceeds 
as follows: 

Now Governor Bramlctfe, while scattering 
over a whole column of a newspaper, docs not 
quote the act of the Legislature, or this test 
oath. Neither does he say that he is in favor of 
enforcing it. It is easy to sec that he Is not in 
favor of enforcing it; but he does not say so; 
nor does he sav the opposite. He would say 
no, but he couldn't. In this he was governed, 
not by a sense of duty, but by fear. 

The Gazette says this, right in the face of the 
f ollowing passage of the proclamation : 

The act approved March 11, 1862, amending 
the law if expatriation, embodied in my proclama- 
tion to the officers, etc., of election, of July 22,. 
18G4, snotn.D re sTaicri.T axo FAITHFtJTXt p.a- 
FORCftD ACCORDING to its own provisions. 

The Gazette, for a purpose not more vile 
than obvious, is guilty of flat and deliberate 
lj ing. The purpose for which it thus lies, as we 
need not say, is the suppression of the freedom 
of election in Kentucky by military interference. 
We shall sec whether or not its mendacity is 

owned with success. 

The Gazette says subsequently in the same ar- 
ticle: "It is the duty of the military authorities 
to hold themselves in readiness to assist the civil 
authorities in enforcing the civil law, precisely 
as they did when Bramlcttc was clocted." Well, 
docs the Gazette know how that was? If it 
does not, we will tell it. If it does, we will re- 
mind it. The Commander of the Depaittnent 
consulted the Governor of the Commonwealth, and 
acted in accordance icith his wish's. In this man- 
ner took place the only authorized action of the 
military authorities "when Bramlette was elect- 
ed." Whatever outrage was committed, what- 
ever the military authorities did without the re- 
quest of the civil authorities and without regard 
to their wishes, was not only unauthorized by 
the Commander of the Department but in direct 
violation of his order. Is the Gazette, since it 
assumes to watch over affairs In this Common- 
wealth, entirely willing for "the military au- 
thoiities to hold themselves in readiness 
to assist the civil authorities in enforcing 
the civil law, precisely as they did tchen Bram- 
lette was elected"? If it is, let it call upon the 
Commander of the Department to prohibit all 
military interference with the election in Ken- 
tucky, for such U 'he wish of the Governor solemn- 
ly proclaimed. The Gazette is in honor preclud- 
ed by Us own acknowledgment from seeking 
through any means the end it actually seeks 
through lying so absolutely and arrantly. But 
why talk of honor in connection with such a 
journal! 

Having alluded above to Governor Robinson, 
we should add that the clause respecting martial 
law in General Burnside's order was regarded 
by the Governor as mere surplusage, being to- 
tally repugnant to the body of the order. The 
truth is, in the hurry of erasure and modifica- 
tion, uuder which the ordor as' originally drawn 
sustained a radical change, the clause in ques- 
tion was accidentally overlooked. As it was, 
the clause was void for inconsistency.

We asked the organ to name the number of 
i ur paper in which we said this; whereupon, 
the. Organ, not having before its eyes the fear 
of the public ridicule, named a number of our 
i aper in which we said that the South was a 
unit in the determination to resist "the execu- 
aoTL^f the policy /i)r<rfartrtie«d by the Chicago 
Platform, " meaning of course the policy of 
abolishing slavery in the States, which was gen- 
i rally held to be the ultimate policy of the Re- 
1 ublican party. The organ promised us fish an 1 
brought us fowl. 

Thus caught in the act of deception, the organ 
f ollshly rejoins that the Chicago Platform did 
not foreshadow the policy of abolishing slavery 
hi the States! If this were true, what of it? This 
;s not the point. We believed, as we believe, 
tlat the Chicago Platform foreshadowed the 
policy of abandoning slavery in the States,- and 
to that policy and no other we referred in the lan- 
guage under notice. This is the point. The 
question is simply as to the meaning of our lan- 
guage upon i fair construction of it. The or- 
gan's rejoinder does not touch the ease. 

But in pdinl of fact the rejoinder is as false 
as it is irrelevant. The averment that the Chi- 
cago Platform foreshadowed the policy of abol- 
ishing slaver) - in the States is proved decisively 
by the fact that the Republican party actually 
entered upon the execution of the policy the 
moment the party acquired the political and 
phjsical ability to do it. It is absurd to deny 
that the Republican platform foreshadowed the 
policy which the Republican party is executing 
to-day. One standing in the black shadows of 
night could as well deny that twilight heralds 
darkness. 

The organ intimates, that, when we said the 
other day that we had never named auy "con- 
tingency in which we would unite witli any 
party or any section in a revolution by military 
force," we said what was inconsistent with our 
declarations four years ago in favor of resisting 
within the Union "the execution of the policy 
foreshadowed by the Chicago Platform"; but 
we certainly did not. The two positions are 
perfectly consistent with each other. The re- 
sistance we contemplated in lstil) was resistance 
DOt to effect a revolution but-to prevent one and 
to maintain the Union of the Constitution 
intact. 

The organ says, Out, if there had been any 
truth in the assumption that the Chicago Plat- 
form foreshadowed the policy of abolishing 
slavery in the States, ninety-nine hundreths of 
the whole nation would have justiticd the re- 
bellion ! By no manner of means. A very de- 
cided majority of the whole nation firmly be- 
lieved that there was truth in the assumption, 
and recorded their belief at the polls ; but only 
traitors actual or moral justiticd the rebellion, 
becuusc, though the Chicago Platform fore- 
shadowed a revolutionary policy, the Republi- 
can party was demonstrably impotent to exe- 
cute it, if the Southern people would prove true 
to their allegiance. The rebellion was unjusti- 
fiable because it was unnecessary. The South- 
ern people in rebelling levelled a blow at the 
existence of the nation from the apprehension 
of a futtuc evil which their own fidelity would 
have averted forever. The organ surrenders 
the whole case of the nation as against 
the rcfcels, in implying thut the simple 
intention of the Republican party ulti- 
mately to abolish slavery in the States, 
if possible, would have justified the rebellion; 
for in all such cases the people directly concern- 
ed must judge for themselves, and the Southern 
people unquestionably believed that the Repub- 
lican party cherished this ulterior intention. 
The organ unwittingly divests the rebels of their 
crime aud deprives the nation of its j nstitlca- 
tion. 

The organ, as some readers may remember, 
set out to establish by our authority the prepos- 
terous assumption that the South was a unit in 
favor of rebellion not only before the emancipa- 
tion proclamation but beforo tho wur! And 
this is the work the organ makes of it. We 
hardly know whether the conclusion or the 
reasoning is the more contemptible. Both are 
surely contemptihlo enough. The organ's 
thinking apparatus is evidently a very poo r 
thing. The organ is altogether a wretched or- 
ganism. Its heart is desperately bad, but not 
worse than its head. If it can't think to a bet- 
ter purpose, it had better think less, and say 
nothing. 

{^-Montgomery Blair said, in his Lincoln 
speech at Fraukfort, that "one Farragut took 
the forts at the entrance of Mobile Ray and in- 
flicted great damage on the rebel cause." It Is 
true that one Farragut rendered this patriotic 
service, and it is equally true that severed Blairs 
arc trying to render far more service to the rebel 
cause than ever "one Farragut," with all his 
genius and patriotism, has been able to render 
to the cause of the Union. 

The Commonwealth, in its account of the 
speech of Mr. Blair, the Kentucky elcctioncerer, 
body-guarded by a hundred troopers, at your 
and our erpmse, dear readers, talks to the pco 
as follows: 

Mr. Blair, in the most impressive and earncs- 
manncr, warned his bearers of what woul d cer 
tainly befall home traitors if thev persisted in 

their nefarious schemes. He uttered no threat 

for Kentuckians were the last men to threaten, 
or to care for threats — but merelv stated the 
teachings of history. Frcemeu inight suffer 
leng, but there was a point beyond which they 
would not suffer their liberties to be trampled 
upein, or even endangered — a time when, 
patience being exhausted, and long suffering 
worn out by its abuse, they would rise in their 
majesty and might and bring the offenders to their 
merited punishment. Such had always been the 
case in a free government, aud such would al- 
ways be the ease; history is continually repeat- 
ing itself. The traitor, open and avowed, or 
underhanded and working in the dark, would 
alike meet a traitor's doom. This was no threat 
agamat the supporters of McC'lellan, but oaly 
the statement of what would befall those among 
tl em— and chiefly tke leaders — who were work- 
ing for the destruction eif their country, deduced 
from the unerring teachings of history. 

We are assured by gentlem- n, men of the 
highest character, who heard Mr. Blair's speech, 
that this statement as to its substance is grossly 
and vilely false. Still the statement, infamously 
false as it is, may give some idea of the means 
by which the abolitionists intend to compass 
success. Mr. Blair's declarations, even as re- 
ported by his organ, are to the effect that any 
Kentuckians who vote forMcClellan will be po- 
litical and personal sufferers thereby— that they 
will be marked and punished; but we wouldask 
Blair and his body-guard of a hundred men how 
and w here and by whom the threatened punish- 
ment is to be inflicted. And we would ask the 
nation, a nation that lias been nobly and justly 
proud of its glory and its independence, whether 
it will deliberately continue in power an Admin- 
istration, that, confessedly, has no respect 
for the constitution and the laws or for aimhing 
but its owu wretched caprice. 

Mr. Montgomery Blair, the Lincoln emissary, 
who Is making speeches through Kentucky 
with a travelling body-guard of a hundred 
soldiers assigned to him by the Federal Govern- 
ment and paid from the Federal Treasury, 
said in his late speech at Frankfort, according 
to the Commonwealth's report, that the framers 
of the Chicago platform " condemn Mr. Lincoln 
fe.r using all the power the constitution gives 
h!m for the suppression of the rebellion." 
That's a deceptive and fraudulent statement of 
tie case. It teems a pity that Mr. Blair hasn't 
a body-guard of a hundred if not a thousand 
ti guard him against grossly false declarations 
to the people. Neither the authors of the 
Chicago platform nor any other conserva- 
tive* condemn the President for using all 
t! c power granted him by the; constitu- 
tion to suppress the rebellion ; what we and 
all other conservatives condemn him for is 
that he usurps all sorts of power not granted 
him by the constitution, and that he uses the 
usurped power not for the suppression of the re- 
bellion but for keeping it alive aud in full blast 
for an indefinite period. The policy of the pres- 
ent Administration can never bring back to us 
cither Union or peace; it can have no other 
effect than to make war eternal, to render 
more men aud more money, heavier taxes and 
more sweeping drafts, grim aud inexorable 
necessities. By the Lincoln policy, the consti- 
tution, in all its parts, is outraged by our author- 
ities simply for rebel benefit.

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Tiik Expatriation Oath.— In order that our 

citizens may know exactly what test-oath they 
can be lawfully required to take at the polls, we 
give below the expatriation act, upon which 
the oath is founded: 

chapter 509. 
An act to amend chapter f5 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, cntitied "Citizens, Expatriation, and 
Aliens." 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by tlie General Assembly of 
JizJ 'imimimie* tilth ofKentuc&g, That any citizen 
rState who shall euter into the service of 
the so-called Confederate Stales, in either a civil 
or military capacity, or into the service of the 
so-called "Provisional Government of Kentvcky, 
in either a civil or military capacity, or 
having heretofore entered inch service 
of cither the Confederate States or Pro- 
Tisional Government, shall continue in such 
service after this act takes effect, or shall 
take up or continue in arms againstthc militarv 
forces of the United States or the State of Ken- 
tucky, or shall give voluntary aid and assistance 
to those in arms against 6afd forces, shall be 
deemed to have expatriated himself, and shall 
no longer be a citizen of Kentucky, nor shall he 
again he a citizen, except by permission of the 
Legislature by a general or' special statute. 

fete. 2. That whenever a person attempts or 
|is called on to exercise any of the constitutional 
En- legal lights and privileges belonging only to 
'citizens of Kentucky, he may be required' to 
negative on oath the expatriation provided in 
in the first section of this act; and, upon his fail- 
ure or refusal to do so, shall not be permitted 
to exercise any such right or privilege. 

Si o, 3. This act to be of force in thirty days 
from and after its passage. 

Passed and became a law, the objections of 
the Governor to the contrarv notwithstanding, 
March 11, 1802. 

You, A B, do solemnly swear that 6in"c the 
11th day of April, 18ii2, you have not entered 
into nor been in the service of the so-called Con- 
federate Suites, nor in the service of the Pro- 
visional Government of Kentucky, in either a 
civil or military capacity ; and vou do further 
solemnly swear that since the 11th day of April, 
1862; yon have not taken up or been in arms 
against the military forces of the United States 
or the military forces of the State of Kentucky; 
and you do further solemnly swear that since 
the said 11th day of April, 18B2. you have in no 
way, cither directly or indirectly, given any 
voluntary aid or assistance to any person or per- 
sons who were in arm* against the military 
forces of the State of Kentucky. So help you 
God.

Wc do 
not see any thing dark in the present situation. 
Many excited minors are afloat, altogether too 
improbable to be true. But little information 
is received from the front, and, perhaps, we will 
remain in ignorance of maiu movements for 
ecvcrul da^ s. 



A Dastardly Murder. — Saturday evening 
about half-past seven o'clock, Mr. Cofer, an old 
citizen of Nashville, was shot and killed by 
gome cowardly scoundrel whilst sitting quietly 
in lib bouse, on West Gay street, be\ond McLe- 
more, in that city. The murderer's weapon 
was discharged through a window. Mr. Cofer's 
house is near other houses, but so sudden and 
unexpectedly was the wicked deed perpetrated, 
no one saw or has any idea who did it. The 
murdered man was a carpenter by trade, and 
had for some time been employed at the Chatta- 
nooga depot. The Union sajs he was harmless 
and inoffensive in his nature, an honest, hard- 
working mechanic, and, it might have will been 
believed, had not an enemy. He leaves a wife 
and several children. It b devoutly to be hoped 
the murderer may be caught and punished. 

Rerei. Movements.— A despatch received at 
iadqiiarters in Nashville, from Clarksville, 
stares that Lieut. -Col. Brott, at Fort Douelson, 
reports that a part of Forrest's command, with 
three pieces of artillery, sunk a steamer and 
barge loaded with army clothing at Fort Hei- 
mau, ou the Tennessee river, on Saturday morn- 
i iug. The same despatch mentions that Capt. 
Cutter, with twenty-live men, on the same day 
attacked and drove across the river sixty of Col. 
Malonc's rebel cavalry, killing two aud wound- 
ing eight. It was rumored that three hundred 
rebels were threatening an attack on Pine Blulf, 
on the Tennessee river, on Saturday.

Rerel Prisoners.— Forty-three prisoners o 
war, one hundred and three deserters from the 
rebel army, and fifteen citizens charged with 
disloyalty, were yesterday received in the city 
from Nashville, having been forwarded from 
General Sherman's front. The deserters aud 
citizens will be paroled by Captain Jones, and 
Sent north of the Ohio river not to return during 
the war. The captured mcu will be forwarded 
to prisons North. 



A Sad Ac< ident. — We' understand that Mr. 
Bowman, connected with the Democrat office, 
and w ell known in thb city, met with a fatal 
accident ye-u rday. He attempted to get out of 
lib buggy, a lea miles from the city, when lib 
fowling-piece, a double-barrelled shot-gun, was 
accidentally discharged, both loads taking 
effect in his head, and causing instant death.

_l>u Thur.-day right, the p:i-<?rngers on the 
New York and Hud-<m Kiver railroad were at- 
Uu iked nnd rohhed by a gang of nifBans from 
the city o" Pliilatlt'lphia, ^oing to witne.-s a 
prize fight. Last nlslit, the thief 
of the city Police of Jersey city 
learned that the train with the ruffians aboard, 
on its return, audVno.de arrangements to »r- 
r. st them, but, on Hearing the citv, the ruffians 
bunt open li e car door, put down the brakes 
and Stopped the cars sufficiently long enough to 
jump off and escape; ten men. however, were 
arrested on suspicion of belonging to the gang. 
Twelve more were arrested on the midnight 
train. An examination was had to-day; the 
conduct identified the mon of them as passen- 
gers. 

(iwing to f he storm last night, the proceedings 
in the ca.-e Of alleged election frauds on soldiers 
could not be tran'mitted over the lines. The 
following is a brief summary of the proceed- 
togs : Donahue, one of the prisoners, admitted 
he had signed certain blanks with the name of 
('.<;. Arthur. Capt., A. D. C, and no others, 
hut claimed it was no crime, as there was no 
such oflieer in the service, fie also denied the 
jurisdiction of the Commissioner.

The Herald's correspondent has some ad li- 
tional details of the movement below Peters- 
burg on the 27th. On approaching Hatcher's 
Kun, Gen. Eagan's division of the enemv posted 
on the other side in a line of brc:tstworka, his 
command was deployed in line of battle, aud 
Smith's brigade crossed, earning the breaU- 
works on the other side. The only officer lost 
was Col. Potter, of the 4th Ohio, who was shot 
through the head. The remaining force t!ien 
i rested and advanced. On reaching the point 
near the junction of the Bovnton road w ith the 
Quaker road, the troops lieing deployed in the 
open plain, the enemy opened with artillery 
Itoiii the right and left. Their batler.es were 
toon silenced on our right. 

Gen. Crawford, of the oth cor] 1 ', at the same 
time was sharply engaged. About four in ihe 
afternoon, the enemy attacked in force in the 
Irout and right, tlie object being to break 
through between the right of Hancock's corps 
and the left of Warren's. The assanlt was re- 
pulsed, and we captured th e or six hundred 
prisoners. The advance of the enemy was so 
sudden that Metcalfs section of Beck's battery 

I i q lured, but were subsequently recaptured 
throBgn the exertions of Lieut. -Col. dmith, 
Chief Commissary on Hancock's staff, and by 
ti c aid ol sonic detachments of the 1st Michigan 
and the 1st Massachusetts heavy ai tillery. At 
the same time Major Mitchell the General's 
Senior aid, recaptured a number of our prison- 
ers; also securing 200 of the enemy. The enemy 
also made an assault at the same time on our 
lift and rear, which was handsomely repulsed. 
Our losses arc estimated from seven hundred 
to eight hundred. 

St. Louis, Oct. 30. 
Price left three hundred killed and eight hun- 
dred wounded on the field in the laie battle, 
llis army is composed of three divisions — nine 
brigades, or thirty-six regiments — averaging 
four hundred men to the regiment, besides a 
large irregular force. He was in Jasper county 
oh Friday last, hard pressed by our lorecs. He 
had but two pieces of artillery, and one of them 
»«, disabled. The country is full of his strag- 
glers. 

General Fisk, after a full conference with 
1»< sectans at Watrensburg, has taken his com- 
mand to North Missouri, aud will immediately 
repecupy his old district. 

I I is said that Hosecrans has determined on 
a rtecn policy hereafter. 

The rebels have most shamefully treated our 
wounded which have fallen into their hands, in- 
variably leaving them naked, with their wounds 
undressed.

The late movements of this army have re- 
sulted in extending our line as far as Hatcher's 
Bun on the Duncan road, an advance of about 
three miles beyond our former position on the 
left: and in the discovery of the exact position 
of the enemy's lines and the works ereeted for 
their defence, as well as' a more complete 
knowledge of the country between us and the 
Southside Bailroad. It was not lielicved that 
the rebels had any very strong works in that 
direction, and that by taking them by surprise 
thev could be easily driven into the inner lines 
of Petersburg; but, to the surprise of all, not 
only were the enemy found intrenched on both 
sides of the Boynton plaukroad. hut that thev 
bad st r( ,ng work's on both sides of the run ex- 
tending several miles. 

The 2d eorps, in the charge on the plankroad, 
drove the rebels from their works on the south 
side of the run, »nd across the bridge, of which 
they held possesion until ordered to withdraw. 
On the advance of the 5th corps, they moved 
on the south side of the run, and, the road being 
very crooked in this vlcinitv, bv keeping close 
to It, there was a gap between the left and right 
and Ihe 2d corps. The enemy took advantage 
of this, and, massing in the woods under cover, 
made a most determined assault on the right of 
the 2d division of the 2d eorps, evidently wiih 
the intention of capturing the entire force on 
the right. Their charge was very successful for 
a short time. 

Our men rallied, charged In turn, and drove 
the rebels back, and cut off the greatest part of 
Anderson's brigade of Hill's eorps. The num- 
ber of prisoners thus taken here was about 400, 
including many officers. In the mean time tho 
Mb corps had reached the enemy 's works on 
their frout, and liecame wholly engaged. The 
loss here was not so heavy as in the 2d corps. 
Darkness approaching, and it being deemed un- 
safe to ocenpy so extended a line, with strong 
works in front, and exposed to flank attacks 
from cavalry, orders were issued to withdraw 
about two miles, wich was done without loss. 
During the engagement the enemy drove our 
men from two guns, but, before they could be 
removed, our men charged and recaptured 
them. The loss of the enemy cannot be stated, 
but is thought to bo about as heavy as our own 
in killed and wounded, while their loss in pris- 
oners is much larger than ours. 

Wc took 500 prisoners during the day. Gen. 
Grant and staff were present during the entire 
day, in company with Gen. Meade, and wit- 
nessed the various movements. 

Daring Thursday night the rebels made an 
assanlt on our wot kg south of where the mine 
was sprung, but were driven hack with consid- 
erable loss. Near the same place, a party from 
(he 1st division of the 2d corps made a dash on 
a rebel fort, and captured it, taking a Colonel, 
a Major, a Captain and a Lieutenant, with 20 
men as prisoners, and bringing off two guns. 
Our picket line was advanced here for sdYne 
distance, and our men still hold their new 
ground.

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Lath; Fftak Divau's Bu.it.— The steamer 
May Di ke ai rived at Memphis on Wednesday 
morning from Duval's Blulf with over 200 pas- 
sengers aud ft large quantity of freight. Tho 
steamer Marmora arrived at St. Charles ou the 
22d from the mouth of Whith river. She was 
attacked by guerillas at Prairie landing who 
followed, firing into her for five or six miles to 
Lc Greux. One officer aud fifteen negro sol- 
dier* were killed aud a number wounded. Mr. 
John Goss. the pilot, who was asleep in the 
texas at the time, received a paiuful wound in 
the foot, and was brought back to Memphis on 
the May Duke. 

St. Chal les was being evacuated on the even- 
ing of the 2id. The cause of evacuation was 
not know n. 

Tlie May Duke left St. Charles car'.y on Sun- 
day morning, w ith a large number of refugees 
and citizens as passengere. Her officers saw no 
signs of guerillas, who arc supposed to have 
crossed back to the Arkansas river immediately 
afty their attack ou the Marmora. They had 
evidently been advised of the departure of the. 
troops from the month of the river, and came 
ever with the sole intention of attacking them. 
They allowed the Florence No. 2 to pass up im- 
mediately behind the Marmora unmolested, al- 
thougth she had several heavily-laden barges 
in tow.

Pa. tai. Mi-ki.i:b.— On Thursday, the lSth 
inst., a band of rebel guerillas surrounded the 
house ol Mr. J. W. McCullah, postmaster at 
C uiTiin. Stone county. Mo., aud shot and killed 
h.m w bile attempting to escape. Mr. McCullah 
was one of the most iuflueuiial and respected 
Union citizens of Stone county, and was a can- 
didate, we believe, for the Legislature. The 
llquds who murdered him belonged to a band of 
200 or 360, w ho have recently been committing 
dcpridaiious some distance south of that place.

The LouU ville Conference of the It E. Church, 
South, commenced its lxUi Annual Session on 
the 1Mb. of October, 1864. in the Prcsbvterian 
chnreh in the city of Henderson, V-.B^op 
KavanMtRh presiding N. H. Lee and D. Mor- 
ton tieinir elected secretaries. 

After rcliRiouE services, the Bishop made the 
following remarks: 

"We rejoice to see so many of onr brethren 
corning together in apparent health, and, as we 
trust with a desire to promote the glory of God 
In all' our deliberations. Let us, brethren, dur- 
ing our Conference session, be careful to abstain 
from cyen tiling that mav be calculated to excite 
us and the public in an Irreligious way. Let ns 
strictly confine ourselves to the proper business 
of the" Church of God, and to the advancement 
of the glorv of God. Surelv we have had op- 
portunities"cnongh to see the injury done to all 
churches that have departed from the plain path 
of dutv pertaining to the work God has com- 
mitted to them. Let ns labor to do good, and 
mav God bless us in our deliberations. 

There were about sixty preachers present, 
whose healthv appearance and genteel dress in- 
dicate that, notwithstanding the troubles of the 
country, thev have been well eared for.

The Committee on Education reported in fa- 
vor of sustaining the 8outhcrn Kentuckv Female 
Institute at Riisscllville, the Male High School 
at Bowling Green, and the Louisville Female 
College. 

The Committee on Sabbath Schools reported 
in favor ol increased exertions in behalf of Sab- 
bath Schools. 

The Committee on Bonks and Periodicals re- 
ported in favor of the Rook Depository at Louis- 
ville, and confirmed the statement of its agent 
as to its prosperity. 

The Committee on Temperance reported in fa- 
vor of increased exertions against the growing 
evil of intemperance) and in favor of a special 
effort by the preaching of a sermon on the sub- 
ject to each congregation. 

A remark was made in the report on the sub- 
ject of temperance, which apparently reflected 
upon the medical profession, for prescribing 
strong drinks in cases of sickness, which ap- 
parent rcllcclion upon the profession was 
pounced upon by several ministers with earnest- 
ness. The medical profession were declared to 
be the best friends the clergy have — always con- 
tributing as liberally as any other class of men 
for ministerial support, and rendering medical 
services to ministers' families at all hours of the 
day and night, free of charge. These compli- 
mentary remarks elicited unmistakable signs of 
approval from all present The writer of the 
report disclaimed any intention to reflect against 
the medical men, and expunged the objectiona- 
ble allusion.

Tiiu Romani'k ok thk R vin.— On the 7th 
instant, Captain T. J. Bubcoke, being in com- 
mand of a iniliila company organized under 
Order 107, was returning from Bulla to Jeffer- 
son City, with thirty men, mounted, having 
been scut to the former place with despatches 
from General Brown to General McNeil. About 
twelve miles from Jefferson City he came upon 
a rebel picket-guard of thirteen" men, including 
a captain and lieutenant, at a farm-house, part 
of the party being inside the house. Thinking 
a bold course the better one under tho circum- 
stances, he rode up to the sentinel in the road 
with the greatest coolness, and when the senti- 
nel balled him, he said, in a commanding tone, 
"Halt, yourself!" and assumed such an au- 
thoritative air, that the relicls supposed him to 
be one of the officers of their own army, mak- 
ing tho grand rounds. It must bo remembered 
that Puce's rebels are sometime* clothed bv 
whole companies in Federal uniform. The 
rebels, thus thrown off their guard, permitted 
Captain Babcokc and his men to ride into tho 
yard. As soon as the house was surrouuded, 
Captain Babcokc told the whole party of rebels 
to surrender, in such tones as convinced them 
they were sold. He had men that he could rely 
upon, and he ordered them to shoot down any- 
rebel Uiat attempted to move or use his gun. 
The rebels oub-ide of the house dropped their 
guns, and those inside, seeing the house sur- 
rounded, surrendered at discretion. The horsci 
of the rebels were hitched at some, distance in 
the woods, these the Captain sent for, and 
mounting his prisoners — two officers and eleven 
u.eu — started for Jefferson City. 

Tho capture was within one mile of Price's 
main column, and Captain Babcoke soon found 
himself like the man that won the elephant in a 
raffle. He had "got a good thing" — the point 
was to "keep it. But the mind that conceived 
ihe capture of tho rebel outpost was fertile in 
expedients. He placed his prisoners in the 
front, and started to go around the rebel armv, 
which lay between him and Jefferson City. He 
crossed the Osage several times, and made a 
number of narrow escapes from runningdircellv 
into the rebel lines. He was tangled in tho 
bends of the Osage, like Mr. Bavmond, in the 
"Elbows of the Minci«,"at the battle of Sol- 
ferino. But he knew the country, and succeded 
in effectually dodging the whole rebel army. 

On the next day after the capture of his' pris- 
oners, while riding down a hill, he saw a rebel 
companv descending a hill opposite. and coming 
toward iiim. As on the previous occasion, he 
conceived that iiis safety lay in boldness, and, 
with his thirty men and thirteen prisoners, he 
charged on the rebel company with a veil, and 
drove them back. Each prisoner had two or 
more men especially to look after him as well as 
after the enemy in front, and the captured rebs, 
instead of being an incumbrance, were an ad- 
vantage, as they helped to swell the numbers of 
Captain Babcokc's force, and make it appear 
more formidable. No sooner had ho got tho 
rebs in front of him on the skedaddle than he 
made a sudden detour by a by-path, and got 
into the brush. It was afterwards ascertained 
that the skedaddlers reported to Price that the 
Federals were advancing in force in their rear, 
aud he had his army drawn up in line of battle 
to meet them. 

Ihe icbels were hunting for Captain Babcokc 
for six days, knowing that he could not have 
reached the Federal forces at Jefferson City. 
The brave men of his company had a tedious 
lime camping out nights, and, between guarding 
their prisoners and keeping a watch out for the 
enemy, they had little time for sleep. Six days 
and six nights were thus passed, when Captain 
Babcoke and his faithful band 6afely arrived in 
Jefferson City, and delivered to General Brown 
their thirteen prisoners, who arc now safely con- 
fined here. — St. Louis Paper.

owners, as provided for in the third section in 
the seventh article of the City Charter. 

All drains from houses or lots to be conveyed 
under the sidewalks in iron pipes, in accordance 
with ordinance regulating the same. 

Said work, when executed, to be received by 
Ihe City Engineer, and if not done in every re- 
spect in accordance with "specifications" regu- 
lating sidewalks paving, to be repaved at the 
expense of the property owners. 
To regn.de, reeurb, and rcpave the sidewalks 

on the cast side of Ninth street, between 

Grayson and Chestnut, or such portions of 

said sidewalks as the City Engineer may 

direct..

Docs any one know them, I wonder ? Will 
any one have the least spark of pity for a timid 
man who.
